An interview with MII1D61 

Stephen T. Libby 

You know her from such dance anthems as This is Your Night, 
Sexual, Above the Clouds and Need to be Naked. She is back 
with more music, more attitude, and more love for the gays. 
While Amber has been touring the east coast helping the gays 
celebrate their Pride, she took a minute to chat and get Gaydar 
readers up to speed with her life. 

Gaydar Magazine: Tell me about the new disc. My Kind of 
World. 

Amber: The album has been out since October. It's more elec- 
tronica. I got to the point where I realized dance music is very 
producer driven and faceless and not well supported. I'm trying 
to bring dance music to a new level. The new single, Voo-doo, 
is about craving, being in love, being in a spell with somebody. 
I'm always trying to be progressive. 


GM: What have you been doing the past couple of years? 
Amber: Writing music for this disc. I haven't had a vacation in 
3 V2 to 4 years. I am a single mother. I'm a homebody. I don't 
drink; no drugs. I'm kinda boring. My son is 14 years old and 
into rock music, so I'm not cool right now. 

GM: What do you do to pamper yourself? 

Amber: I like the spa treatment. Facial, manicure, pedicure, 
massage. 

GM: Who was your first ever crush? 

Amber: A boy in my old neighborhood. I was 11, he was 15. 

GM: When you get "Above the Clouds" what will be the first 
thing God will say to you? 

Amber: I hope he lets me in. (laughs) I hope he sees I tried to 
live a good life. 

GM: Your biggest vice? 

Amber: Chocolate. My mother sends me huge boxes from Ger¬ 
many. I love it and hate it. I don't want to eat it. It's difficult to 
keep it off as you get older. But when she sends 4 BOXES, how 
do you refuse that?! 

GM: Who were some of your musical influences growing up? 
Amber: The Beatles, The Jackson 5, Diana Ross, Stevie Wonder 
and any old vinyl I found in the attic. So, really my parents' mu¬ 
sical taste. My dad was an opera singer, but I found opera too 
starchy. My mother was a song writer and performer. Pop 
music allows you to improvise. My father came over 3 years ago 
and saw me perform and finally accepted the situation. 

GM: How do you feel about the music industry today? 

Amber: The one thing I don't like about the music scene today 
is the illegal downloading. Independent artists do not have the 
money to compete with downloading and Clear Channel. We 
have to rely on touring and my website to connect with fans. I 
want to be in control of my music and the product and want to 
create what I want to create. 

GM: What about censorship? 

Amber: My song, "Yes" was influenced by a James Joyce poem. 
The word breast caused such a furor. People can talk about 
licking a lollipop with a very suggestive video; I recite an ex¬ 
cerpt from a poem and they wanted me to change it to breath. 
I refused. 

GM: Did you totally freak out the first time you heard one of 
your own songs on the radio? 

Amber: I was in NYC with my sister and son in 1996. My sister 
heard it first. I said don't say anything too loud. I'm low key 
and not a diva. I'm very appreciative and I don't take it for 
granted. 

GM: Your thoughts on gay marriage? 

Amber: You love a person, you love a person. Homosexuality 
is genetic. Homosexuality is more tolerated in Germany. Ala¬ 
bama is dangerous. I want to stay in San Francisco when I visit 
there. The Netherlands are very liberal. They believe when you 
forbid something, people want it even more. Gay marriage. 
You may be lucky, because I just got divorced last year. These 
lawyers don't know what they have coming with a couple of 
drama queens seeking divorce. A lot of people think gay is 
only the club scene; drugs and sex and that's all. Gays are 
taking care of children straight people didn't want or couldn't 
take care of. 

GM: Gay people make up a huge percent of your fan base. 
What message do you have for your gay fans? 

Amber: They are the most loyal fan base. They forgive mis¬ 
takes. Straight people are like 'fuck that bitch-she's over'. I'm 
very appreciative to my gay fans. Thank you for all the love and 
support. I'm here because of you!!

A cellphone is something we all have and the v635 is the 
one we should all have. It's sleek, stylish, silver, maybe a 
tad sexy? At 4.70 ounces it's not the lightest phone you can 
get, but for everything they've packed in it's just amazing 
you can comfortably fit it in your pocket (yes, that IS a cell 
phone in my pocket - I'm really not that happy to see you). 
Outer casing on this badboy is mainly metal which I per¬ 
sonally like because metal phones just feel much more solid 
- besides looking so much cooler. 

Notable features include a 1.23 megapixel camera with 
flash. When you're out picking up boys' phone numbers in 
some dark, crowded bathhouse, er, club, you can take 
razor sharp pictures of them (up to 5x7!) and remember 
who they really were the next day when the alcohol wears 
off. There's an external display that lets you see who's 
calling before you open the phone - phone number, name, 
or picture - or can be used to take pictures while the phone 
is closed. It has a speakerphone on the back which is not 
the loudest but works nicely, as well as Bluetooth technol¬ 
ogy to allow use of wireless headsets amongst the array of 
other devices out there. 

Besides the 1.23 mp camera it also shoots video clips that 
really aren't that bad considering they're coming from a 
cell phone. The phone has 5 MB of internal memory which 
might not be ample for all, there's a new feature emerging 
on Motorola phones allowing them to utilize TransFlash 
memory. These uber-tiny memory chips slide into the 
phone and allow you to store up to 256mb of pictures, 
videos, MP3s (yes, you can download full MP3s from your 
computer and play them at will using the included MP3 
player software) and more. 

The Motorola v635 is so cool it's not available in the US. 
Certain importers can bring the phone in from overseas for 
you to buy - one is Velocity Mobile (www.velocitymobile.us 
or 1-877-804-8382). 


Yahoo 360 is the latest in "all-in-one" homepages and I 
think it's the coolest one yet. Users coming to your Yahoo 
360 page see everything a home page should have - a 
profile of you, pics, your personal message to friends - and 
more. Go take a look for yourself at my own 360 page - 
http://360.yahoo.com/schenckie22 

The service allows you to create your own personal blog 
(like a public diary), show off your photos held in your 
Yahoo Photos account, share reviews you've made of local 
establishments (good or bad - you know some clubs need 
to be put out there as hellatiously skeezy), share what 
music you like on Yahoo's LaunchCast service, and make 
little lists of things you like or don't like. 

The interface is clean and easy (like my-ex except for the 
clean part) and looks crisp. You can customize just how 
much information is given to the general public, and 
increase the amount given to your own friends (which you 
personally approve), friends of friends, or friends of 
enemies (ok, I made the last one up). The only drawback is 
that Yahoo 360 is in beta test right now and can't be had 
unless you're invited by a current member... Which is why 
the first 200 Gaydar readers that respond to the email 
schenck2005-gaydar@yahoo.com will be able to get their 
very own invite to Yahoo 360. 


In the movies, it typically goes something like this: Boy meets girl. Girl flirts with 
boy. Boy and girl become smitten. Their love gets challenged by another suitor 
and in the end, love prevails. Then all live happily ever after. 


This story is a little bit different although the major premise is the same. It is not 
so much a story of love that was challenged, as much as it is a story about love 
existing. In the gay community, we rarely hear stories about love and as such we 
start to become jaded and bitter. Love becomes trivialized and as a result, it is 
transformed into something as mythical as a unicorn. The purpose of this story 
is to make a case for love and refute its mythical status. Love is alive and 
vibrant. It transcends demographics and subcultures to permeate even the 
hardest of hearts. Love exists and so does summer love. Here is one example. 


Having grown up spending my summers in the mountains, I haven't had much 
opportunity to spend with the proverbial boys of summer that spend their 
summer holiday at the seashore. When up the mountains I'll admit, I had pre- 
pubescent crushes on women but it was nothing that would cause you to hand- 
jive. It was more the traditional rites of passage that every boy goes through. 


Last summer, the summer of 2004, I decided to forego my mountain holiday to 
see what a summer down the seashore would be like. My friends and I rented a 
house three blocks from the ocean that meets the Delaware coast. The summer 
was filled with everything that the summer should include — sand, sun, martinis, 
good friends, and good memories. 


My friends and I were having a few drinks on the patio of the trendy new bar 
that just opened. As we enjoyed the weather and a few drinks, someone caught 
my eye across the way. Instead of sitting there bitching about how guys never 
approach me, I drank a shot of 'liquid courage" and went over to his group of 
friends to introduce myself. I remember the butterflies churning in my stomach 
as I approached, yet I refused to give into my insecurities. 


When I approached, the entire group welcomed me and introduced themselves 
one by one. As I listened to each of their names, my smile was focused on only 
one—Jeremiah. 


After thirty minutes or so of laughing and chatting, my friends decided to check 
up on me. Luckily, the groups merged well and Jeremiah and I flirted back and 
forth for awhile as the two groups became one. When a decision was made to 
move on to the next bar, Jeremiah's friends and my friends could not come to an 
agreement as to where everyone should go next. My friends decided they would 
go to the local "stand and pose" type bar. Jeremiah's friends went to the club. 
We let them.

As we walked along the beach, we held hands and talked about our most 
intimate feelings. I told him how I was scared to date because my heart was 
broken so often in the past. He told me that he was scared to love because he 
had recently contracted HIV and how he felt it rendered him "un-dateable." At 
this point, I kissed him under the bright, beautiful moon as the tide crashed 
softly onto the shore. 



After a few minutes, we resumed walking. We walked to the end of the board¬ 
walk and I held Jeremiah's hand as I listened to him tell me about his life. 
Jeremiah continued to walk me to the end of the street and kissed me goodnight 
^outside of my house. Seeing that it was late, I invited Jeremiah in and we held 
□ch other throughout the night before he got on his plane to go home to Texas 
i the morning. 


The reason I am sharing this story with each of you is because we don't have a 
gay Frankie and Annette to look up to. There is no Danny and Sandy dreaming 
of Summer Nights. While we might not hear many stories like this, they do exist. 
Summer love is just as alive and thriving among the LGBT community as it is in 
the rest of the world. Since our stories are not as readily shared, we have an 
obligation to share them with one another because only by sharing our 
memories are we able to give the next generation of LGBTs the summer love 
stories that we never had. 
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Tues noon: Luxembourg is in the country of Luxembourg and is 
larger than Brugge and has a long history of natural disaster and 
war. We found fewer people speak English here than anywhere we 
traveled. I thought I had ordered gnocchi stuffed with asparagus 
and meat and I got gnocchi in a cream sauce with one stalk of as¬ 
paragus and some dried beef. It wasn't inedible, just a poor trans¬ 
lation. A Truman Capote looking man with bright red horn-rimmed 
glasses directed us down the street to coolest gay bar we enjoyed 
on the whole trip. The ambiance was that of an underground 
tunnel or cave. 

The bartender was sweet and the patrons ranged in age from Nick 
Carter (bartender Rinaldo informed us that the drinking age is 16) 
to Bette Davis (I still say that drag queen in the corner had been 
dead for at least a week). 

Wednesday am: Paris. Paris is very modern compared to the other 
cities we visited on this trip. It is steeped in history and tradition, 
but the influence of the west is apparent in the travel, attitude, and 
advertising. Again the sites are too many to squeeze into a day and 
V* but we did our best. At this point I felt like we were contestants 
on The Amazing Race. Hopping from European city to European city. 
It was fun and somewhat tiring. We attempted to find some gay life 
in Paris. Our hotel staff (a man who looked like Truman Capote with 
bright red horn-rimmed glasses) directed us to what was reported 
as a Parisian gayborhood. After six attempts we gave up and ate at 
a great cafe with outdoor seating; sumptuous salads at a very rea¬ 
sonable price. In this area, men and women were openly holding 
hands in the comfort of their city. Men stared deeply into each 
others eyes over coffees at cafes. It was in Paris that we saw a 
poster for safe sex that had been defaced with multiple scrawlings 
of "U.S. go home". All the cities we were in had gay bars and every¬ 
one was very friendly. Most people spoke French, Finnish or Dutch. 
A surprising number of people spoke English. This was a blessing 
as we knew a total of 5 French words between the two of us. And 
they were all dirty words. As these cities are now major tourist at¬ 
tractions, many upscale well known name stores are crowding the 
smaller mom and pop shops to the side streets. These smaller tour¬ 
ist shops are worth seeking out as they are the only places to buy 
your true souvenirs.

HAVEN, a Youth Group for Teens who identify as Gay, Lesbian, 

Bisexual, Transgender, Questioning, & their friends, hosted 
the 2005 Prizm Prom on Sunday, May 22 at the Historic Hotel 
Bethlehem. Youth between the ages of 14-20 came from 
around the corner, or as far away as Philadelphia & New York 
City, to enjoy a spectacular night of dancing and good times. 

The first Prizm Prom was held at the same location in 2004. It 
was a historic occasion and a tremendous success. It began 
with the simple idea of providing every teen the same oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in an old-fashioned American high 
school tradition — the prom.

This year the event was upgraded to the Grand Ballroom. 
There were a variety of sponsors, including American Hair¬ 
lines & PopMart (which donated the decorations including a 
lit-up, spinning mannequin sporting at least three pink wigs 
and a beaded rainbow ball gown). Everyone dubbed her the 
"Prom Fairy Godmother" and many gathered around her feet 
for photo-taking opportunities. 


Elysium Fields created fabulous floral centerpieces which 
looked like they were going to launch into Rainbow Space. 
But the real show was the youth who arrived in everything 
from urban hip-hop attire (complete with light-up belt buck¬ 
les) to bondage goth to traditional tuxedos & gowns; includ¬ 
ing some designed and sewn by the attendees. 

Volunteers from Allen High School's Gay Straight Alliance 
also made significant contributions such as building the rain¬ 
bow balloon arch which allowed for a colorful grand en¬ 
trance. They also created candles in every color of the rain¬ 
bow, which were handed out as mementos. 


Another artistic achievement was the youth-designed metal 
and rainbow scepters which were awarded to the Prom Court. 
They were then used to rule over the prom by the newly 
crowned royalty. One important difference to note is that the 
Prizm Prom not only votes on a traditional Prom King and 
Queen, they also vote on a Prom Drag King and Queen. This 
gives everyone an opportunity to dress whichever way they 
feel most comfortable and still be eligible to win a crown. 


The teens seemed to really enjoy themselves, often bursting 
into the room with giddy squeals of delight to either rush to 
the dance floor or rush over to greet to a friend that just ar¬ 
rived. However, the full impact of this event might have even 
felt more strongly by the adults attending, who could not 
imagine such an event taking place during their teenage 
years. 


HAVEN facilitators along with volunteers from Interweave, 
Renaissance, and PPL's GLBT employee group, GLOW, served 
as chaperones. HAVEN is a program of the Unitarian Univer- 
salist Church of the Lehigh Valley. Besides the prom and 
other special events, HAVEN hosts weekly meetings from 7-9 
p.m. every Wednesday (including holidays). They held their 
first meeting in November 2001 and have been going strong 
ever since.

I guess I should start with a quick introduction. I 
was raised Catholic but have recovered after an 
almost thirty year spiritual journey. I was ordained a 
Gnostic priest in 1999, an Interfaith Minister in 2000, 
and consecrated a Gnostic Archbishop in 2004. I am 
a gay male, out to most of the people I know and 
work with, but do not make a point of announcing it. 

I have been politically and socially active for a long 
time in the Lehigh Valley. 

I am not writing here because I believe we need to 
be "saved" but because many of us have suffered the 
loss of part of our being. To be complete or healthy in 
a holistic sense we need to nurture body, mind and 
spirit. Many GLBTAIQ persons have been rejected by 
mainstream religions and in turn rejected those in¬ 
stitutions. The trouble is that many have also re¬ 
jected spirituality and any thought of a loving Deity, 
in essence throwing out the baby with the bath 
water. I am hoping to help those interested to redis¬ 
cover their spiritual nature. 

I have also struggled with this issue, it took me de¬ 
cades to separate Christ and His teachings from 
those that claimed to follow and represent those 
teachings. Upon leaving the church, I started a spiri¬ 
tual quest that would take me through most of the 
worlds major religions' sacred texts. I am someone 
who sees systems. Looking at these teachings I saw 
where they agreed instead of where they disagreed. 
This is my Truth, where the various systems agree. I 
have found some of my answers and am hoping that 
sharing them will help you find some of your own. I 
cannot give you your answers, but can help you find 
them. Following are some of my Truths; not to con¬ 
vince you of anything, but just so you know where I'm 
coming from.

My name is Brandon. I am a 29 year old gay man who is 
partnered to another gay man. If my biography ended 
there, it wouldn't be much of an article. So here is my story. I 
have been in heterosexual relationships numerous times in 
the past. I originally came out in 2000. This was after a long 
line of unsuccessful and mentally unsatisfying relationships. 
I have a 6 year old son as a result of the longest relationship 
I was in. 


When I originally came out, my family and friends 
handled it the best way for them to handle someone coming 
out as a Lesbian. I spent the next few years externally happy 
while my mind battled with itself. I had gone to many thera¬ 
pists to help me figure out what was "wrong." At the end of 
2003,1 finally was able to put a name to what I was feeling 
and I saw that I was not alone. I came out again in the 
beginning of 2004 as a transsexual, which means I am "a 
person who psychologically identifies with the opposite sex 
and seeks to live as a member of this sex especially by 
undergoing surgery and hormone therapy to obtain the 
necessary physical appearance." 

In order to fully understand this you must first realize that 
there is a vast difference between gender and sex. While I 
was born female bodied, my brain has always been male. It 
spoke, talked, acted and even learned male. Since I started 
taking Testosterone last year, I have felt my body and mind 
are slowly matching up and will do so even more after my 
personal decision for surgery. Some transsexuals do not 
always choose surgery or take hormones. This does NOT 
make them any less of a transsexual. It is a personal 
option. 

My decision to transition has not been one without difficul¬ 
ties. I have had to call my son on the phone and have him 
not want to talk to me because he does not recognize my 
voice anymore. I have had to deal with a constant battle just 
to see my son. I have had to look for employment with 
paperwork that doesn't match up. My gender and legal 
name on identification paperwork is different from my per¬ 
ceived gender and the name I go by. I run the risk of having 
to prove my identity whenever I am asked to show ID. 

I have had no problem passing as a male in the straight 
community. On the contrary, I have been met with quite a 
large number of "transphobic" individuals within my own 
GLBT community. For example, I have been "yelled at" by a 
half drunken lesbian as I walked out of the men's room at a 
bar. In another bar I was approached by a gay man while I 
was around a group of acquaintances and had him persist¬ 
ently question my gender and sexuality. 

Also at both bars, I have had bartenders purposefully 
mess up on pronouns even after being politely corrected. 
Even though pronoun changes can be difficult to get used to, 
especially if you knew the person before they began transi¬ 
tion, the transperson will understand an occasional honest 
slip. Do not make a huge deal out of the slip up. Go on as if 
itnever happened. Apologizing profusely just tends to draw 
even more attention to the mistake and makes the transper¬ 
son even more uncomfortable. If you must apologize wait 
until you are alone with that person.

Drag Kings are male impersonators similar to Drag Queens. Many people see 
Drag Kings as being transgender or transsexual. This, however, is not a true 
perception. Being a Drag King is a performance art; being a transsexual is a 
lifestyle. The two are not interchangeable. At the end of the day a Drag King can 
take off their attire and like their body; they can enjoy being female without 
ever wanting to transition. While there are a few Drag Kings that do choose to 
transition, these Kings use their performance art as their own exploration into 
gender issues. Being a King is like any concept of identity. If there must be a 
label it is a self-declared label and should not be forced on them by anyone 
else. 

So how can you approach a person who you believe is a transsexual and still be 
polite about it? 

Most transpeople will be open and honest with you if you are being respectful. 

If you are interested in someone and believe them to be a transperson, try and 
choose the best way to approach the person. Ask to speak to them alone or in 
a more private setting (away from others who might overhear the conversa¬ 
tion.). This will set up respectful boundaries and an understanding that you do 
not wish to "cause them any harm" or "out" them publicly. Please do not ask them 
any questions that can be considered rude or ignorant, such as, "what do you 
have in your pants?" Understand that they are confiding in you something very 
personal. You should respect them and not go around making a big deal out of 
it. Do not treat them any differently then you would if you did not know.

Most 
of the time is taken up working on these projects. A lot of 
different hats. Don't Tell, Don't Ask in particular. Writing it 
two years ago, finding a production company, having them 
okay with me directing it, casting someone and then get¬ 
ting everyone together to do it; and it's for charity. No 
one's getting paid. It's a lot of work and I enjoy it. It fills my 
days. I go to the gym. I go to 12-step meetings because I'm 
sober. Ya know, run around LA. Depends on the day. 

GM: Tell me more about Don't Tell, Don't Ask. 

PL: It's a short film I wrote about HIV disclosure and all the 
issues surrounding that. When to tell. When not to tell. 
What behavior one has. It opens a lot of doors for conver¬ 
sation. There are many things we are finding that need to 
be addressed in the gay community about conversation. 
But I think conversation is the first step. Then you can 
decide what you want to do. It's like taking an educated 
risk. A lot of people seem to feel shameful about it. I'm 
writing a lot about it right now. It stars me and Dan Renzi 
(Real World- Miami). I was exhausted at the end of the day. 
18 hour days. Thank God for Photo-shop! (both laugh) 

GM: Have you ever been caught cheating, like your char¬ 
acter in Sex, Politics & Cocktails? 

PL: Uh, (pauses, looks at new bf) I don't think so. I've been 
caught, but not in the act. Like."What is this?" when there's 
a rubber in the guest room; and no one's visited for six 
months. Uhhh.. 

GM: What will God say when you get to heaven? 

PL: He'll definitely let me In. He'll say I did a good job. He'll 
say if I had died when I was 30 or 31 I would've been wait¬ 
ing on line for awhile. But, I redeemed myself. 

GM: You're a gay rights/HIV activist, an award winning 
singer, hot as hell, an actor, a director, hot as hell, an ath¬ 
lete, a dancer, and, did I mention, hot as hell. What's next 
for you and what would you like to accomplish? 

PL: I'd like to do an album. I'd like to write my book and 
actually do a film about my book. I'd like to continue to act. 
I'd really like to direct a feature film. I like writing and I 
like directing. It's creative. 

GM: Favorite color? 

PL: Blue, cuz I wear it a lot. 

GM: Favorite song? 

PL: That's a tough one. Huh. I have lots. All-time favorite 
would be "Any Time You Need a Friend" by Mariah Carey. 
Cuz it's gospely and a standard. Current favorite would be 
something by Avril Levigne. The whole album. 


GM: Favorite movie? 

PL: That's difficult, but I will say I met someone I really 
adore who is as familiar with Mommie Dearest as I am. 
But, in a really cool, surprising kind of way. He knows 
those lines. I know those lines. I'll use those lines 
throughout the day. "Hey Pallie." I like the older movies. 
Recently I've seen Looking For Mr. Goodbar and Taxi 
Driver that are classics. 

GM: Which superhero can you most relate to? 

PL: I'm thinking Aquaman, but I don't know why. 

GM: Which superhero would you like to date? 

PL: One of the dark ones. 

GM: Looks like you have one. 

PL: As we kiss (and they do). 

GM: Any message to the queers who have stuck by you 
since the Boom, Boom days? 

PL: I'm just very appreciative and very thankful cuz I know 
there were a few years there (laughs) that it was uncool to 
like me; and it was. I was probably bouncing around the 
globe in less than a respectful manner (laughs). If there 
had been a gay Star magazine I would have been on the 
cover A LOT! It feels good to still be entertaining; and that 
there are younger people who don't even know me from 
the 80's, but recognize me from the movie Circuit.

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As I lay here in bed by myself, I wonder which 
is more desirable: to be alone in complete dark¬ 
ness or to be alone in broad daylight. I ponder, I 
consider both options, and I arrive at the conclu¬ 
sion that a lonely life lived in darkness possesses 
no downfall. Light is a constant reminder of the 
current state of things, offering no refuge from 
the gaiety or despair that one experiences. 
Shadows, cast by near or distant sources of illu¬ 
mination, can haunt every step a person takes 
and may just fool him/her into believing a falla¬ 
cious hope— that he/she has company. Once this 
person reenters reality, an inner desolation 
ensues that has the power to humble, to sink, to 
destroy. Eternal loneliness, be it solar or forty- 
watt, now seems certain, especially when all one 
must do is glance at the happy pair of humans 
walking down the street, arm in arm, basking in 
each other's cheerfulness.

As she battled 
through the stages of her youth and evolution as a 
woman, she called upon her art to help her under¬ 
stand and accept her sexuality. That process intro¬ 
duced Rodriguez to the five stages of coping. 
Stages of anger, fear, and depression eventually 
led her to an acceptance and enlightenment of 
whom and what she is.

Summer's Queer 

At first glance, grilling appears to be the antithesis of 
cuisine. After all, the primal allure of smoke and fire 
awaken the inner caveman in a typical guy, transforming 
into a seasonal Lords of the Fire Rings.

A closer examination, though, reveals the festively faggish 
side of alfresco cookery. First of all, chefs get to dress up for 
the occasion, donning barbecue aprons emblazoned with 
kitschy slogans like "Kiss the Cook," "Caution: I Go from Host¬ 
ess to Bitch in 2.3 Seconds," or "Barbecue Naked: Show off 
Your Buns." Add a couple of campy red-and-white barbeque 
mitts, top it off with a chefs hat-worn at a rakish angle--and 
you are stylin, 1 sister. 

Next, consider that classic component of cookout cuisine: the 
hamburger. By its very nature, the hamburger is fag food. 

(Some, of course, might make that argument for more phallic 
entrees. However, standing by the Weber and shouting, "Hey, 
my sausage is ready! Who wants the first taste?" is just 
tacky.) 

Burgers, on the other hand, can be decorated (a frill of let 
tuce, a splash of salsa, triangles of smoked applewood Ched¬ 
dar) and accessorized (spicy dill spears, smoked pickled 
garlic, Yukon gold potato chips). How gay is that? 

To show your pride, though, take those humble hamburgers-

It's an adult drama that has dealt with some 
serious issues like gay marriage, adoption, porn and drug 
addiction, infidelity, gay bashing and HIV/AIDS to name a 
few. There are a dozen soap operas for hets, it was about 
time the gays had there own soap. Okay, I'm done. Tell me 
about your rock band, Zero 1. 

HS: That's all very true. Zero 1 is a 3-piece rock band. Not 
angry. Just me yelling my truth. Some angry metal is just 
selling something to certain hormonal teenagers. Music is 
a way for me to discuss what I can't in my stand-up. Realis¬ 
tic love songs. What I'm afraid of. I never really heard them 
dealt with. 

My bassist, Rob, talked me into this thing. Within 24 hrs I 
could sing and play at the same time for the first time after 
10 years of trying. It was like magic. The disc will be avail¬ 
able in June on my website. My cousin Miles is the drummer 
and we have the same heartbeat. I love my guys. 

GM: You have made a connection with millions of gay men 
who will be sad and lonely on Sunday nights when QAF 
leaves after this season. Our friend Chris is especially in 
love with you. Don't worry, though, he's an alcoholic and 
can't find his way out of a gin bottle. What message do you 
have for them (and him)? 

HS: Be proud. Never give up. And know everyone who 
says you can't be what you are are sent as a test. Deny them 
and be everything that you can be. They say that 10% of the 
population is gay. After working on QAF, I think it's more 
like 25-30%. So, get out there, you fuckers, and vote!! 

GM: Thanks, Hal. Best of luck with Zero 1 and thanks for 
the 5 years of ass shots on QAF.

This album is an excellent example of what you can do with a 
team of creative individuals (James Murphy, Tyrone Palmer, Kate 
Wax, The Neon Fever, all lead by Felix) working together, to 
create a more unified and cohesive record. There is an effort¬ 
lessness and economy to the delivery of the whole package. The 
songs are well crafted and burst with positive, self-affirming and 
sexually charged lyrics, backed by thick and proper sythesizers. 
PROPER Synthesizers played by a PROPER Producer/Musician.
